The confusion applies particularly 
to Israeli settlements and indivi- 
duals. Although their activity is of- 
ficially said to be Mmited to ‘“ne- 
gotiations and initiatives,” it is be- 
lieved to have resulted in certain 
deals. In the case of individuals, 
observers cited the purchase by six 
Israelis of the Dead Sea Lido resort 
from an East Jerusalemite Arab. 

The spokesman of the Israel Land 
Authority, Mr. Yosef Ouziel, stress- 
ed to The Jerusalem Post that no 
deals were being made “under the 
tabie."” He charged that the issue 
of the land in the administered ter- 
ritories had been “incredibly exag- 
gerated.” Mr. Ouziel cited the case 
of Nebi Samwil, north-west of Je- 
rusalem, and stress that in contrast 
to press reports no purchase of land 
nad in fact been carried out there. 

The Israel authorities are appa- 
rently confining their control to 
former Jordan State property, which 
cxcesded cne-sixth of the West Bank 
and to what the Egyptians held In 
the Gaza Strip, a third of the ter- 
rltory.

In both territories certain areas, 
comprising several thousand du- 
nams, were declared closed for mil- 
tary reasons, and only a few land- 
owners are reported to have ac- 
cepted compensation offered for the 
use of their land. In the Gaza Strip. 
some 10,000 dunarms of land are re- 
ported to have been expropriated 
mainly for the benefit: of five setfle- 
ments, including Moshav Darom, 
Dila, Nahlat Sinai, Nahal Yam and 
Nitzanim. The latter is gaid to 
have 4,500 dunams, of which 2,900 
was State property and the rest 
confiscated land. A few Gezans are 
said to have accepted compensation 
of about half a million pounds for 
‘some 800 durams. 


Land statistics on the adminis- 
tered territories do not include those 
for East Jerusalem, where a num- 
ber of residents have either sold 
small plots to Israelis or exchanged 
Plots, especially near Government 
House. These land transactions were 
made after August 1970, when the 
Government confiscated 12,000 du- 
mans in the Naveh Ya’acov and 
Government House areas. The last 
stages of the confiscation involved 
5,000 dunams expropriated in Janu- 
ary 1968 on the city's northern out- 
skirts and 800 dunams in Sanhedria 
in May 1969. The expropriations 
were for public purposes, and pro- 
vided for industrial zones of 1,200 
dunams in Kalandia, 1,700 in Shu’- 
afat and 475 for the university on 
Mt. Scopus.

New 12% wage claim | 
High school teachers

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Secondary School 
Teachers Association executive will 
ask the Association's annual conven- 
tlon, which opens today, to empower 
it to call a strike to back wage 
claims. 

The Association is demanding pay 
rises above those secured in Decem- 
ber. They are to equate the 
high school teachers's salaries with 
those recently won by the engineers. 

The teachers were awarded 4 16.8 
per cent pay increase in a tentative 
agreement last December, when Min- 
ister of Finance Pinhas Sapir conced- 
ed that thelr wages had been re- 
greasing In comparison to the en- 
gineers’ pay scale, to which they 
are Hnked. At the time, it was 
agreed as the point of reference 
that a teacher with a masters 
degree should receive pay equal to 
that of an engineer employed at 
grade three. The teachers say that 
since a grade three engineer now 
gets higher pay than he did last 
December, the teachers’ pay should 
also be raised accordingly. The tea- 
chers in effect are asking for an- 
other 12 per cent in addition to the

Reuven Aviram told the press here 
that the 1978-75 works 
agreement hag not been signed yet 
and it will not be signed until the 
wage dispute is resolved.

Judge says 
_ deprived 
youth not 
being helped

TEL AVIV. — Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Haim Cohn has charged the 
government with falling Israel's de- 
prived youth despite its talk about 


bridging the country’s social gap. 


at the ZOA’s monthly 
dinner club for political and 
social affairs last week, Justice 
Cohn declared that the government 
was placing rehabilitation of youth- 
ful offenders and the fight against 
crime in general on the bottom 
rung of its priorities. 

He cited the government's failure 
to undertake an enlightened pro- 
gramme to put convicted prisoners 
with Ught sentences to work, which 
had been recommended by judicial, 
police and social service authorities, 
and required a budget of less than 
ILim. While there was ag yet no 
more practical method of punish- 
ment than imprisonment, unaatis- 
factory 88 this is, this was aggra- 
vated further by the overc 
In Israel's prisons. This would be 
alleviated to the benefit of all when, 
and if, substantial numbers of what 
Justice Cohn termed “political pri- 
soners," referring to terrortst de- 
tainees, were released in large 
numbers. 

He insisted however that even 
under present conditions, a little 
more manpower and money and a 
lot of thought could do much to 
help young offenders who came 
mainly from the deprived segment 
of Israel’s population. 

Going on to another subject, Jus- 
tice Cohn said that the country 


had almost eliminated all vestizes NAZARE' 


of Turkish law, 2ad that he did 
not believe that a written constitu- 
tion would necessarily guarantee 
the rights of the individual in Is- 
rael more than the present judicial 
set-up. He revealed that several 
radical reforms have been suggested 
to streamline Israel court proced- 
ures. One of these, which he ad- 
vocated, would eliminate the ap- 
pearance of witnesses in civil cages. 

The Supreme Court Justice struck 
out vigorously at those who ad- 
vocated a return to capltal punish- 
ment. In no country, he pointed out, 
has the end of the death sentence 
brought with it an increase in the 
incidence of murder. He said that 
he does not believe that severe 
punishment, designed as retribution, 
helps society. The courts should en- 
courage the accused and show 
mercy in sentencing. 

While some segments of Israel 
society may not remember that 
Jews are considered “children of 
mercy,” Justice Cohn said that he 
was proud of the fact that Israel 
judges can genuinely be character- 
ized as such. He noted that many 
judges also relied to a considerable 
extent on traditional Jewish law 
even thoigh the Israel civil and 
criminal courts were based on a 
secular code.. : me

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‘NATURE DOESN’T 
KNOW BEST’

HATFA, — A novel view of ecology, 
opposed to the popular “nature 
knows best” outlook, was expressed 
here by Professor Rene Dubos, of 
New York's Rockefeller University 
last week. Speaking at the Tech- 
nion’s annual Joseph Wunsch lec- 
ture, Professor Dubos said that some 
of the world’s finest eco-systems 
are man-made. 


He sald that man's technological 
development was and fs dependent 
on the availability of energy. It was 
the exploitation of fuel from nature 
that made the industrial revolution 
and technological advances possible. 
We must now develop new sources 
of fuel, or further progress will be 
impossible. He noted that modern 
farmers spend more industrial cal- 
orles (for construction and fuelling 
of their machinery, production of 
fertilizers and pesticides and for irri- 
gation) than the calories they re- 
cover in the form of food. 


Although “under the Influence of 
ecological doctrine there has emerged 
a widespread hostility to the notion 
that man occupies a special place in 
the biosphere,” he disputed the 
opinion that nature knows beat. He 
expressed his belief that “human 
reason is at times wiser than na- 
ture.” The “natural solution” is not 
necessarily the hest or most inter- 
esting. This can be demonstrated ‘by 
a look at virgin rain forests’ and

Firm fined 
for selling 


inferior seeds 


“And he hoped that it should bring 
forth grapes, but it brought forth 
wild grapes (Isaiah 5:2)," was the 
comment of a Tel Aviv magistrate 
who ‘fined a seett company 0.750 for 
selling inferior watermelon seeds. 

Judge Hliahu Vinograd last week 
found thd Zvi Ben-Shahar company 
guilty of selling Kibbutz Urim 80 kg. 
of what were supposed to be Chilean 
watermelon seeds. In fact—as shown 
by a laboratory test — only 58 per 
cent of the seeds were Chilean; the 
rest were of inferior varieties. ἡ

which announced tt was making 
checks of seeds marketed and will 
prosecute firms marketing seeds

French, bread: 
‘losing taste” 


PARIS (AP). — 
FOREIGNERS may love French 
bread, but a teacher of baking 
here says its lost its taste and that 
the average Frenchman is eating 
Tess and less of it as ἃ result. 
MLR. Calvel of the National School 
of Milling and Cereal Industries said 
the daily intake of bread has drop- 
ped to 196 grams from 373 in 1939. |" 
He asserted this could not be at- 
tributed to a rise in the general 
standard of living which would 
make Frenchmen interested in richer 
foods, but to the fact that “bread, 
too blown up with air and too white 
no longer has the taste of bread.” 
The loss of taste, Calvel believes, 
is due to excessive oxidation, a 
result of more intensive kneading in 
automatic kneading machines, 
Bleach added to the flour in the 
form of ascorbic acid and 
flour creates a bitter taste, he said. 
Cutting the ‘dough'’s fermentation 
time from five and one-half hours 
to three and one-half has also hurt 
the quality of the bread.

WASHINGTON (AP). World 
Bank authorities are looking to the 
oll producing Middle Hast for the 
long-term development funds needed 
by the less-developed nations as ex- 
panding world energy demands pile 
up dollar luses in the Arab 


, States that far exceed their ability 


to spend. 

World Bank President Robert Mc- 
Namara already has borrowed 
$500m..for the international lending 
agency from oil-rich countries bor- 
dering on the Persian Gulf. But this 
sum is only a small amount when 
compared to what is needed, while 
the revenues of the Arab states are 
only a uny fraction of what they 
will become as the U.S., Britain, 
West Germany and Japan depend 
increasingly on the Middle Bast for 


The oil-producing nations had re- 


‘venues of $7,000m. in 1970. The. 


World Bank estimates that this will 
rise to $35,000m. by 1980 and to 
$55,000m. by 1985. 

For countries such as the Sheik- 
dom of Abu Dhabi with a popula- 
tion of 70,000, revenues are expect- 
ed to total $4,000m. by 1985. An- 
other such disparity is in Oman, 
where 100,000 people will also have 
en income of $4,000m. by that date.

SURPLUS SEEN : 

With these rising incomes, there 
will be substantial surpluses and it 
is the opinion of Mr. ‘McNamara 
and his advisers that some of this 
should be devoted to’ economic de- 
velopment elsewhere in the world. 
Kuwait has already formed a Na- 
‘tHonal Development Bank. that: is in 
business and another one is being 
formed, called the Arab Develop- 
ment Bank, which will be owned by 
12 to 16 countries. So, in addition 
to World Bank funds, these national 
development banks will also become 
an outlet for long-term development 
investments. A third outlet is ex- 
pected to be through bilateral ag- 
reements such as Saudi Arabia has 
established with the Sudan. 

In the opinton of development 
financiers, these Arab oil countries 
will become the largest single pool 
for investment capital in the world. 
No single Western power can 
gin to equal them. : 

There is no question that short- 
term funds from Middle East na- 
tional treasuries played a part in 
the currency crises of February and 
March that led to a second deva- 
luation of the dollar and floating of 
most other world currencies. 

It would not be logical to think

Boost for Iraq after 
control over its oil 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — After years 
-of uncertainty and intermittent cri- 
sis, Iraq is preparing to reap the 
-benefits of 4ts long battle for con- 
trol over dts own oil wealth. 

A series of recent agreements 
have opened up Western markets 
to Iraqi nationalHsed of] and conso- 
lidated the country’s place among 
the world's mejor of] producers. 

The result will mean an imme- 
Gate boost for Irag’s internal deve- 
lopment, coupled in the longer term, 
observers bere believe, with political 
impHcations for the Middle East 
and the. world. 


Baghdad thie morth repealed an 
austerity law which had frozen all 
new official spending for about a 
year and at the same time launched 
by far the biggesi development 
programme in Iraqi history. 

- The new plan includes twice as 
many industrial projects as the old 
one which was suspended in May 
last year — part of a general belt- 
tightening when the Arab Ba'ath 
Socialist regime decided to natio- 
nalise the Western-owned Kirkuk 
oilfields. 

The proposed spending spree, 
amounting to £3860m. over this year 
and next, has been made possible 
by the settlement in the past few 
months of all Iraq's major oil dis- 
putes. The chief achievement was 
@n agreement concluded on March 
1 with the Iraq Petroleum Com- 
pany (EPC), a consortium owned by 
American, British, French and Dutch 
interests. 

Other. related agreements with 
Syria and Lebanon fixed new tran- 
sit dues for IPC pipelines to the 
Mediterranean and, in the case of 
Lebanon, got the ofl flowing again 
efter @ nime-month stoppage caused 
by the dispute. 


As a result of all this, Iraqi offi- 
clals are now confidently predicting 
oi] revenues of about £535m. this 
year, rising to £755m. in 1975. This 
compares with about £350m, in 
1971, before the IPC dispute which 
cut back earnings last year. 

Apart from the domestic impact 
of this kind of money, observers 
here foresee possible long-term re- 
percussion in Iraq’s foreign policy. 
The left-wing Ba'‘athist culers have 
jong advocated using Arab oil as 
@ political weapon in the struggle 
against Israel. 

President Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr 
told a seminar on the subject in 
Baghdad jast November that by

At the same time, the Iraqi ru-
